these breeds We know of no herd nfpuie bied 
animals iHetistoncp that would pay Us cost 
of pm chase and keeping hy HE product of milk, 
butler or meat alone, it is only by the sale of 
animals for breeding that tbe profit is made 
But admitting thu to be tiue, puie bred stock 
are not, for this icason, to be considoied of less 
value. If we have not the puie stock, how can 
we procure the grades, which are found so pro- 
nUble? Giadcs, of high chaiacter, are the 
most piofilable fumeis' 
cows 
Espeiinuce 


ptoves this to be so in every case 
One pure 


bull, which rniy cost $250 to S300, will sire 
during bis vigorous period, at least fifty calves, 
thus adding a small trifle to tho cost of each 
over that of a calf from a common scrub bull 
By adhering lo one breed there is a Certain- 
ty of arriving at a definite result veiy soon, but 
by the too frequen' habit of changing every 
two or two or three jears, no satisfactory re- 
sult is gained, and after a life tune ot futile ef- 
foit, the farmer ends where he begun, and be- 
rates pure-bred stock as the cause of his fail- 
ures. As witheovvs, so with sheep, swine and 
poultry. Tbe pure breeds are not found profit- 
able to keep, except for their services in raising 
grades, and keeping up a supply of breeding 
animals' for this purpose. In this way a farm- 
er who can afford it may be justified in purchas- 
ing two or three pure bred animals for Improv- 
ing a herd of good natives, and if he uses these 
with skill, he may find It very profitable —

THE SCICIJIE OF M*IIA3IE UESTELL. 


The 
notorious Ifad.ime R^stell, otherwise 


knnwn us Ann Lohmati, was found dead in her 
bath tub at. her residence In New York City, 
early on Monday morning, having cut her throat 
with a oarvins knife. Tlie intelligence that 
Madame Restell had committed suicide reached 
police headquarters shortly before ten o'clock 
Monday. It was brought by Orlando L. Stew- 
art, the dead woman's counsel, who was sum- 
moned by the family it an early hour ytsterday 
morning. He gave notice to Coroner Woilman 
and Deputy Coroner Ciuhoian, who proceeded 
at once in a carriage to the house, Xo 1 East. 
Fifty-second street, and held a post-mortem ex- 
amination of the body. The story of the sui- 
cide; as gathered from Win. J3. Shannon, the 
husband of Madame Restell's grand-daughter, 
and from Chas. R. Pufdy, her grandson, is as 
follows: 


As Margaret McGrath, one of tlie housemaids 


went down stairs Monday morning, between six 
and seven o'clock, she saw her mistiess's clothes 
lying on'a chair in the bath room on the, second 
floor. It was an unusual thing for Madame 
Restell to take a bath at this hour, as it was her 
custom to bathe at night. Tbe girl did not sus- 
pect anything, but continued on her way down 
stairs. Returning in about half hour, she was 
astonished to find the clothes still lying in the 
same position. Enteritiii tlie room, siie threw 
hack the glass doors that shut in the bath-tub 
and tbure found the de.id body of her mist,ri93 
lying in the water with a gaping wound in her 
neck neck flora ear to ear. 
Both faucets were 


turned on the tub was nenrly filled with water, 
and Ihe body, entirely nude, was lyin» on tlie 
back, the arms crrisseJI on the breast. The run- 
ning water had moved most of tbe blood, but 
Ihere was a dark-red line about the neck, and a 
few splashes of blood appeared ou one side of 
the tub. 
Beside the body—as it bad fallen 


from her hand—lay a large carving knife, with 
a blada about eigiit inches Ions;, having a very 
keen edge. The gash severed tlie. carotid ar- 
tery, the jugglar vein and the thorax. The body 
was entirely cold when discovered, showing tliak 
death had taktn place several hours before.

delphia. He was a member of the U. S. Con- 
giess from 1838 to 1840, and came within 
twenty-two votes of a second election. He re- 
ceived the title of Major-General of volunteers 
during the war of 1812, having enlisted in the 
service of his country as a private soldier, he re- 
ceived in rapid succession the offices of Ensign, 
Captain, Leutenant-Colonel, Colonel, and at 
last Major-General. In his later days he dwelt 
with peculiar pride upon his soldier life, and 
would sometimes for the amusement of hi$ 
younger friends, dress up in his well-pi eseivecf 
regimentals. He took a very active part in fa- 
vor of the Union, in the Ute rebellion, both in 
public addresses and by his benevolence. He 
was a gentleman ol noble mien, and of very es. 
alted worth. There was perhaps no man that 
wielded greater influence in the county, than 
did he when in Ins prime. He leaves a family 
of six children, among whom is Gen. W. W. H. 
Davis, editor of the Doylcstown Demterat.

made of oleomargarine, but is Is also used to 
sophisticate- and cheapen cheese. The largeat 
of artificial choejo factories is that of freeman 
A Co., in Chenango county, N. T. Besides 
this, tutre aro perhaps twenty other factories in 
all, from which it It estimated that 150,000 
cheeses are dally produced. In manufacturing 
cheeie, tb* oil Is mk«d with skim-milk. It 
can be bandied llien as If all milk, and tbe pro- 
duct can scaicely be detected from ordinary 
elttese. Another market for the oil h claimed 
by the manufacturers to be opening among the 
farmer* themselves , who, seeing that thev ca» 
mix it with their cream, are sending in order* 
to have it shipped to then) iu tiercos. Tbe oil 
can be bought, for 14 cents a pound, and when 
mixed with a pound of cream will yield, In 
churning, a pound of butter.
